Due to open at the be- 
ginning of the new school 
year, Altona East High 
will be located on 15 
acres of the SEC briquette 
depot site, near Blenheim 
Road, Altona North, two 
miles from Paisley railway 
Station. 

Council wrote to three 
Ministers in its bid to have 
the school name changed. 
When approaches to the 
Minister for Education 
(Mr. Thompson) — faited, 
letters were sent to Mr. 
Borthwick and later to 
the Minister for Local 
Government (Mr, Hunt). 

At a_ recent council 
meeting, Mr. Thompson 
came under strong attack 
from Cr, Pat Burns after 
his decision to support the 
recommendation of the 
school’s principal - desig- 
nate (Mr. David Collins), 
of Williamstown High, 
that the school be called 


Paisley High. 
“We are the local 
government of this city 


and we should command 
more respect from the 
Minister,” said Cr. Burns. 

“We do have a railway 
station called Paisley, but 
all the houses in the vicin- 
ity of this proposed school

“We have fought for 
years to have the briquette 
depot closed and now the 
Education Department is 
going to turn us down and 
name the high school Pais- 
ley, against our wish.

This week they said: 

“To achieve the results 
wanted, it was essential 
for us to work—from the 
beginning—with the archi- 
tects planning the project. 

“First, there was the 
choice of building ‘maté- 
tials, the bricks, timber: 
and alj the other mate- 
rials. 

“We were a part of the 
Planning team deciding 
colors and the overall 
concept. 

“In our view, the selec- 
ted materials needed to 
have ‘feeling’! The design 
concept was rugged and 
vigorous to merge in with 
the strength of the lo- 
cality, and to harmonise 
With_ the modern vitality 
of the developing charac- 
ter of the western suburbs 
of the Melbourne of today. 

“The strength of the 
concept of the building 
was -further enhanced by 
the use of natural building 


materials, particularly

“In this respect, the 
chosen materials, such as 
brickwork and wood 
panelling, help consider- 
ably. 

‘But from a color view- 
point, the intial step is to 
choose the carpet. 

. “The chosen carpet has 
a small geomeiric design, 
which has proved to be 
eye-pleasing and effective 

‘After the carpet was 
chosen, all other colors 


were related to the color 
and design of the car- 
pet. 

‘For a while, the choice 
of lighting was a prob- 
lem. 





“The problem was 
solved with a special de- 
sign, and having the lights 
manufactured in Italy. 

‘The lights are very ef- 
fective. They are mullti- 
eclored blues, reds, 
orange, and yellow. When 
lit, the lights look like 
stained glass. 

“This gives an impres- 
sive resuit, particularly 
in the diningroom which 
has a glazed purple col- 
ored ceiling. 

“The walls of the din- 
ingroom are a terra cotta 
color, like a red ochre. 

“But the most import- 
ant aim in designing the 
hotel, particularly the in- 
teriors, was the over-all 
result.
